increase of nearly fourteen “per 
cent. “The. increase in'the number 
of cases," the director explained," 
is due to the conscientious efforts 
of the public, physicians, and 
health.officials to detect the di- 
sense at an early stage; the de- 
crease in the number of deaths be- 
ing the result of treatment before 
an advanced stage is reached." He 
said that a complete compilation 
was unavailable for the number of 
cases of undulant fever or brucel- 
losis in humans, but that State 
Board of Health records showed 
eighty ,six cases reported. Since 
more than 10,000 cases of brucel- 
losis were found in cattle in 1949, 
the doctor belieives that this is not 
a true picture of human brucellosis 
which exists in the state. 

Inline with its policy of eradica- 
tion, the State Live Stock Sanitary 
Board and the U. S..Bureau of 
Animal Industry is presently con- 
ducting programs in the various 
Florida counties to test cattle with- 
out charge to determine the pres- 
ence or absence of tuberculosis 
and brucellosis. 

Mr. Mounts, County Agent, has 
extended the services of his de- 
partment in assisting in these pro- 
grams: Those desiring to have their 
cattle TB and Brucellosis tested 
should contact H. L. Speer, Ass't 
County Agent immediately in or- 
der that he may assign them & 
definiite date for test, as a group 
of field veterinarians will be as- 
signed to this testing in the early 
part of January.
